Four rehired 

Lyons-Ryan fires

The Lyons and Ryan Ford-Mercury car 
dealership on Rte. 173, is not a complete 
stranger to employe dissension, having en- 
dured a mechanics strike that lasted several 
yearsr 

Area residents got so used to seeing the 
pickets and the posters that marched back 
and forth in front of the car showroom for 
years, that most people didn't even realize 
when the strike was settled because those 
marching signs had become part of the lan- 
dscape. 

Now some dissatisfaction is being showed 
by part of the sales force, or as the situation 
stands presently, part of the former sales 
force. 

According to 'Gerry Haley, Lyons-Ryan 
salesman for over six years,' each saleman 
had been invited to a meeting by Pat Ryan, 
owner, "to settle gripes and straighten some 
problems out." . • 

" "We were told that nothing we would say at 
(he meeting would be held against us, but af- 
ter the talks had been going on for- about two 
-hours 1 , Ryan stood-upa fired fill of us," Haley 
said. 

"He did. say that we could negotiate with 
him individually as he left;" Haley added. 

"Some of the newer people asked for. their 
jobs back and (hat's who is on the floor now," 



said Haley, adding that a group of the 
salesman were talking to a lawyer about un- 
fair business practices and the lawyer had 
advised them not to talk with Ryan in- 
dividually. 

Pat Ryan confirmed that he had fired the 
entire sales force at said meeting. 

"I called the meeting to straighten out cer- 
tain attitudes with the purpose of having a 
partial sales team, no sales team or a full 
sales learn when it was over, " said Ryan. 

"As the meeting progressed, what was 
being said told me we did not have the 
makings of a professional sales team," Ryan 
said. 

Ryan added that five of-the-11 salesmen 
fired came to him asking for their jobs back, 
four were rehired, one was not. 
v "I am now in the process of hiring more 
salesmen," Ryan said, describing the- 
situational the dealership at press, time. 

Haley reported that Ray Anderson, who 
had been at the dealership for over 20 years 
had a heart attack, after the firing and was 
recuperating in the hospital. 

Another salesman that \vas fired had been 
with Ryan for 12 years.

Growth possibility

It has long been rumored that Antioch will 
someday grow almost to city proportions. 

In 1933, the Antioch News carried a predic- 
tion that in just a little over 25 
yearst 1958) Antioch would he part of the city 
of Chicago and have, a population of 50,000 
people. 

Since the boom of the 60's and 70's there 
also has been stronger talk about the ex- 
pected growth of the area between Chicago 
and Milwaukee, with words like megalopolis 
flying around. 
. Ever since Antioch started to rise out of the 
recession of 1980-81 and 82, more rumors 
have been circulated, late ones op- 
timistically predicting Antioch's growth to 
match some of the near-north suburbs like 
Elk Grove Village, Arlington Heights and 
Schaumburg. 

All this, is reportedly to take place within 
the next five years, give or take-a-year-or- 
two. 

In checking with the people in the village 
that should be in the "know" about these kin- 
ds of things, we found agreement on the 
growth possibilities and potential, but doubt 
as to a great immediate population influx. 

Allegedly, there are many secret 
demographic surveys to back up the fast 
growth predictions. 

, According to Andrew Bernhardt, president 
of he State Bank of Antioch, "Sufficient 
growth in Antioch would not surprise me at 
all because of the speed with which Chicago 
is growing outwardly^- — — =- — 



"All those office buildings that are 
springing-up on the tollroad have white 
collar workers working in them and as they 
head our way living in the lakes' area will.be 
and is becoming more attractive," he added. 

"The bank has been handling many home 
improvement loans that were used to reri- 
novate summer cottages into lull-time 
residences. 

As to. the possibility of several; housng 
developments being built in the area, Ber- 
nhardt said, "We have an awful lot of platted 
acreage in the area which would proyo to bo 
ideal for building subdivisions. 

But he added that he had nothing finan- 
cially concrete to support these statements. 

Another factor contributing to the growth 
rumors is the latest news about the proposed 
plan for a commuter railroad to be operated 
on the Soo Line tracks between freight 
trains, to run'to Chicago from several Lake 
-County- municipalities,_one_of_those_ in enr. 
tioned being Antioch. 

This plan, hardly taking form on the 
drawing boards, was just relased as part of 
the long-range plans of the North Suburban 
Mass Transit Dist. (NORTR AN ) . 

Reportedly, Antioch Mayor Ray Toft has 
been working on this plan with NORTRAN 
during the last year. 

Ted Axton, the comparatively new 
president of the First National Bank, agreed

DENTAL X-RAYS 

Q. Are there different forms of X-ray used on teeth? 

A.- Dentists use two major types of X-rays to help diagnose 
the condition of patients' mouths. One is the panoramic or 
total X-ray, which captures the jaws and all the teeth in one 
exposure as an X-ray revolves around the patient. 

The other X-ray method, preferred for diagnosing 
periodontal diseases, \s called a periapical X-ray. This in- 
volves a series of pictures taken with small squares of film 
set info plastic holding devices. -These are pressed against 
1 the individual teeth and held there as the patient bites the 
surface of the plastic holder. Mounted together, these in- 
dividual X-rays give a clear, detailed picture of each tooth 
and its surroundina bone.
